was a harsh trial for it to fight the US 
imperialists who boasted of their being 
“strongest” in the world and of their 
“invulnerability” in their war history of over 
one hundred years.

after another, were finally defeated in the 
three years of the Korean war. An American 
warmonger lamented over their defeat, saying 
that the myth was shattered and they were not 
so strong as others had thought to be.
